The Boro Commissioners received three 
tenders for cleansing of the streets—one 
from a Dublin firm, one from a London. firm, 
and one from a French firm. “The tender of

The adoption of this system, the Commis- 
sioners’ report went on, would obviate the 
necessity for the employment of a consider- 
able number of the horses and men at present 
engaged in the Cleansing Department. It 
would not be necessary to dispense with si 
of the permanent staff at present employed, 
and in the case of temporary men 
whose services would have to be 
dispensed with, preference would be 
given to them on any casual ‘werk 
which might be carried out. It was estimated 
that the number of men who would be re- 
quired under the new system would not ex- 
ceed 328 (not including overseers or dépét 
keepers), as inst the number of the present 
cleansing s en 572, of whom 208 
are temporary. e contract. system will be 
introduced gradually, and will not be in full 
operation for a period of about eight months 
from the date of the execution of the con- 
tract. 

The report of Mr. Commissioner Megy 
recom ing the acceptance oí the Fren 
tender was adopted by the Borough Commis- 
sioners last Saturday. 

UNION ALARMED. 

On Monday night a meeting of the Irish 
Municipal Trades Union decided that a letter 
should be sent to the Town Clerk stating that 
the members of that Union were very seriously 
alarmed at the action of the Commissioners 
‘*in hurriedly deciding to introduce a foreign 
cleansing firm,” the direct result of which 
would be the dismissal of 208 members of the 
Union. 

The letter also stated that, “in view of 
the seriousness of the whole position from 
the point of view of our members and of Trish 
labour generally, we are instructed to warn.

FURTHER CORRESPONDENCE. 

Mr. J. P. Mortished, Assistant Secretary 
of the National Executive of the Irish Labour 
Party, who wrote to the Town Clerk, giving 
the Labour Party’s views on the . matter, 
stated yesterday that they had intervened as 
a matter of public interest, in the general 
interest of the workers, and the general 
principle of direct labour by public 
authorites. 

In reply to the men's letter, the Commis- 
sioners stated that the Union “is not justified 
mn threatening what amounts to a lightning 
strike in order to urge the interests of one 
section of the Corporation employés.” . 

The Assistant Town Clerk wrote, on behalf 
of the Commissioners, suggesting that “a 
conference would remoye from your (the 
Union’s) minds unjustified fears of wholesale 
unemployment,’’ and asking that a day should 
be fixed fpr such a conference. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Thomas Lawlor, 
Secretary to the Irish Municipal Employés’ 
Union, replied to the Assistant Town Clerk's 
letter, stating that representatives of the 
Union could meet the Commissioners this 
morning at 11 o'clock, and asking if this 
arrangement would suit. 

The Assistant. Town Clerk,.in answer to 
this, wrote that the hour suggested would 
suit the Commissioners. . 

The conference accordingly will be held this 
morning.

MOORS’ 75 7M. GUNS. i

Tetuan was heavily shelled by the Moors 
on Monday night from the hills on the 
South-East. 75 mm. guns, served by 
Andjera tribesmen, are stated to have been 
in action. The Spanish casualties are given 
as seven killed and wounded. Some animals 
were hit and damage was caused to build- 
ings. The Spanish artillery replied to the 
enemy's fire by shelling over the town from 
the hills on the North, and eventually 
silenced the é¢nemy’s guns. The casualties 
inflicted are not known. 

This action of the Riffis is probably a 
counter-move to the Spanish advance on 
Ajdir, advantage being taken of the reduced 
garrison in Tetuan. 

There has been little enemy activity on the 
French, front, but the French yesterday car- 
ried out fifty-five aerial bombardments, not- 
ably at Tazarin and Bu Tugor, and along the 
valleys of the Rivers Tleta and líran, North 
of Astar. The French Goliath, which has 
been lost, was foreéd to land three miles 
South-East of Sheshuan, the crew being 
made prisoners.—(Press Association.

WHAT LABOUR WANTS. 


MR. MACDONALD STRIKES OUT 


In a scathing speech, dealing with the 
Zinovieff resolution, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
in reply to Mr. Gallagher (Paisley Trades and 
Labour Gouncil), said that it was a libel on 
the Labour movement to say that its leaders 
had blank cheques on Moscow. He did not 
care two straws for Communist support. The 
support that Labour wanted was the support 
of men who were honest in their statements,’ 
and when defeated one day were not going to 
malign the whole movement in order to serve 
their own purposes. (Cheers.) 

“I think it is about time that we faced 
these slanders,’’ declared Mr. Macdonald. ‘‘I 
would point out to them that nobody, from 
the point of view of vulgar display of wealth, 
of waste of national resources, in riotous 
living, is less entitled to point the finger of 
scorn at me or anybody else than the Com- 
munist leaders in this country at the present 
moment '“ . (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Macdonald moved the Executive Com- 
mittee's resolutvon pronouncing a. declaration 
of the principles of the Labour Party. Only 
upon avowedly Socialist principles could the 
claim of the workers for a fair and decent 
livelihood be met, the resolution stated, and 
the necessity fur larger public services being 
brought under national ownership and demo- 
cratic control was becoming more abundantly 
clear. 

An amendment by Mr. Ferguson (Glasgow) 
declaring it to be now more than ever neces- 
sary to organise the workers for a vigoreus 
struggle for the overthrow of the capitalist 
class, was overwhelmingly defeated, and the 
resolution was carried. 

During the debate Mr. J. H. Thomas 
mounted the rostrum. .A humorous cry of 
‘* Name, name !'” was raised. 

*“Wembley,’” replied Mr. Thomas, amid 
laughter. 

A resolution from the Executive was 
adopted, declaring that unemployment could 
only be prevented by the scientific co- 
ordination of the nation s economic resources, 
and industriai undertakings for the public 
good instead of for private gain. 


EXCITING DEBATE. 


During the afternoon's sitting, Mr. Bevin, 
Transport Workers, moved a resolution ex- 
pressing the opinion that it was inadvisable 
that the Labour Party should again accept 
office while having a minority in the House 
of Commons, and the discussion was marked 
by stormy scenes. 

“The first arose out of the decision of the 
Chairman to take a card vote, and there was 
considerable commotion until a motion 
suspending standing orders was carried. 

Mr. Thomas urged the GWonference to be 
practical, and said that the carrying of the 
resolution might result in an absurd and 
ridiculous situation. He asked the delegates 
to refuse the resolution. 

Mr. .Pamsay MacDonald said that they 
could not tie their candidates and their party 
in that way. What a silly position they 
would be in. Let them keep their noses 
to the grindstone, and see how things were 
when the problem was a real one. 

Declaring that he was going to fight Mr. 
MacDonald's tactical attitude, Mr. Bevin 
said that it was a typical speech—the old 
Leicester Agreement over again. 

To crieS of '' shame ” and “* intolerable,’’ 
Mr. Bevin-retorted that he had never for- 

otten the tactics at Leicester with Gordon 
han and the Liberals before the war. 

Going on to refer to criticisms of trade union 
leaders by Mr. MacDonald during his office 
as Premier, Mr. Bevin complained that Mr. 
MacDonald had probably  unconsciouslv 
thrown the offensive remark ‘‘paper man "' 
at him. 

Eventually the resolution was defeated by 
2,587,000 to 512,000.

Mercury is in superior conjunction on the 
7th, and out of the observer's reach al! the 
month.

It can be done at the time 
of Harvest Moon, when the Moon continues 
to rise at an early hour in the evening till 
near her last Quarter, without trenching un- 
aay. on the average man’s hours of rest.

the nebula at various times. By comparing 
the brightness of these Nova with those 
which ‘have appeared in our own star system 
the conclusion has been reached that this 
object is distant from us by the staggering 
figúre of nearly a million light-years, and 
that its diameter is of the order of 100,000 
light-years. It is, in fact, another universe. 

e have, in ascending order, Other Worlds 
than Ours (the planets), Other Suns than 
Ours (the stars), and Other Universes than 
Ours (the Spiral Nebule), Many thousands 
of these objects are now known. Close to 
the Andromeda Nebula is another, in the 
little constellation of Imanguium, just below. 
Phis is even bigger in extent on the face 
of the sky than its neighbour in Andromeda, 
but it is not nearly so bright. It cannot be 
seen by the naked eye, but a small telescope 
will show it easily. 

Beta Trianguli is the fourth star in the 
Máil ahasád figure formed by the stars 
Beta and Gamma Andromeda, and Algol, 
the variable star in Perseus with the sinister 
Arabic name; for Algol means “The 
Demon.” You will see the little triangle 
all right. It is very acute-angled, and 
Alpha Trianguli is the acute point. 
Sweep along the line joining it with 
Beta Andromedae, and the nebula will soon 
“‘swim into your ken.”’ 23 Messier is its 
catalogue name. It is as big as the Full 
Moon in sky area, but so faint as to be hardly 
visible in even a fairly large telescope. But 
the photographic plate makes an amazing 
revelation of it—great spiral arms widely 
flung, dotted with knots and clusters of light, 
ns SR amipaies again. The fact seems to be 
that our own universe, with its upwards of 
1,000,000,000 stars and their attendant 
planets, is a ‘‘ Spiral Nebula,” alid all the 
Spiral nebulm—oí which some 20,000 are 
known, and fresh ones are being discovered 
every day—are separate universes. For this 
knowledge we are indebted to the camera and
